To the Editor of the Michigan Farmer. 

I have just been reading with a good deal 
of amezement the statement of Prof. John- 
son in the irst FARMER in answer to “A 
Subscriber’s” queries about the benefits of 
Balt do land, &., that, “‘ There is always to 
be found a sifficient supply in the soil, or 
even inthe air!’ Thisis the first intima- 
tion I ever heard of so ponderable a mineral 
88 the chloride of sodium floating loose in the 
air! For three years I lived in sight of the 
Pacific ocean, and have often stood on its 
beach and been sprinkled by its salty spray, 
but never inhaled any saiine matter, nor do 
J think any one else ever has. It may be 
that chemic+] science has made such won- 
derfal improvements as to detect salt—a 
ponderable substance—in the air, but I was 
hot aware that such was the case. It may 
be that salt can be found in ordinary soi’s, 
but of this I was not aware. No one ever 
thought they were breathing any Saltier air 
if living near the ocean, or near Great Salt 
Lake, where, if any where, there wculd be 
Salt in the air. 

Incidentally, allow me to say a generous 
application of salt will destroy the angle- 
Worms, after which lime should be applied 
to render the soil friable, as it will become 
bard and lumpy by the action of the worms. 
They aleo impoverish the soi] by consuming 
the humus in it, 

L have the venity to believe I was the first 
person in the State to use salt on land for 
the purpose of destroying the larva of in- 
sects and the germs of weeds, and 1 would 
Tecommend its applicatien on all soils for 

these purposes, but especially on light, 
Sandy soils, in order to render them more 
Compact and more retentive of moisture, 

MveKzcox, J. 8.

strain of blood, to cross out one year is a 
greater curse than he can remedy by years of 
successive breeding. I care rot whether itis 


after the mexim ‘like produces like’’ he 
must breed frem the like. But, you fay, in 
times of such depression profits are too small 
raisipg wool; we want mutton. Then I say at 
all hazards sell your Merinos and get the mut- 
ton breeds, orif you have mutton and want 
wo.l, slaughter your meat and get yourcioth- 
ing produced by the world, because you can 
not make a epecialty on one sheep of wool on 
the pelt and mutton on the bones. 


Some say it will not degenerate the blood of 
a pure strain to couple with a cross-breed, 
but I say, supported by the evidence of many 
of our best breeders of a)l kinds of pure bred 
stock, that it will. Because I believe that if I 
had put a coasse wool ram in my flock last 
fall, and next year used a Merino, I would get 
more or less of the markings of tae long woo 
in years to come, One good illustration of the 
fact that the conditions, surroundings acd cir” 
cumstances at the time oO! coup!ing nave a 
strong effect upon the charecteristics of the 
offspring {8 in the case of one of Michigan's 
best stock rams, A. A. Wooa’s Sheldon. After 
it was known that he was such a great suc- 
cess, time after time was his dam bred to the 
two rame, one of which was his sre, with the 
hope of getting h's equal, but has he ever 
been known? Never. The conditions were 
never just the same, hence the characteristics 
were not obtained. Take our friends the 
breeders of standard horge3; if a mare this 
season produces a foal from a standard bred 
Hamb etonian and next from a Percheron, 
then you return to your former breediog 
again, what will happen to you? You will have 
a Hambiletonian horse just the same, but 
record it you cannot. Why? Because they 
say that cross-blood will mark the produce as 
gure as though the blood coursed through the 
yelns. Such evidence from scientific breeders 
ean te obtained very easily, which in my mind 
establishes the fact that it is not best or 
profitable to cross fine or coarse wool sheep, 
because it degenerates the blood and vitality, 
and to follow it further than just one cross, a 
man can reduce a flock averaging 12 lbs. to 
six lbs. much easier than he can reverse it by 
making double the crosses. 

Then if we have mutton sheep, let us raise 
mutton; or, if our aim is to produce the fine 
wool, adhere strictly to the Merino blood and

wheat was about 324,000,000 bushels, and 
the average export 140,000,000 bushels, As 
the production has declined, and, {f it does 
not increase much during the next five 
years, there will not be over 45 000,000 to 
50,000,000 bushels for export in 1695. This 
fact, with the absence of any decided in- 
crease in the world’s acreage, except in 
Russia, during the last five or six years, 
makes it certain that the increased demand 
of the world for wheat will send prices up 
to a remunerative standard,” 

Mr. Pillsbury referred to the fact that the 
world’s demand for wheat flour is increas- 
ing with the betterment of the social con- 
ditions of its people. ‘* The world has been 
eating its surplus wheat for some years,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘and it has now approached 
close to the exhaustion of the great surplus. 
In this country the consumption is increas- 
ing about 8,000,000 to 10,000,000 bushels an- 
nually, and the demand is obviously against 
a diminishing supply.” 

Mr. Pillsbury does not regard India as 
a menacing competitor of this country. 
Russia, he admitted, has the advantage in 
freights and cost of labor, and with her large 
area of black soil and the adoption of 
modern agricultural machinery and Ameri- 
can elevators she may be considered the 
most formidable competitor of this country. 
Mr. Pillsbury said he did not consider of 
course that the limit of wheat lands had 
been absolutely reached in this country. 
There was no doubt, however, that wheet 
bad reached the bottom figures the past 
year.

THE PRICE OF WHEAT, 





Views of C. A. Pillsbury, the Noted Min- 
neapolis Miller. 


The following from C. A. Pillsbury, the 
noted mill owner of Minneapolis, regarding 
future prospects of wheat, is interesting es 
showing the views of a man with a long ex- 
perience, His conclusions we regard as 
likely to be proven true in the future: 

‘*A great deal has been said about the 
enormous increase of the world’s wheat 
acreage, but in this country the maximum 
development was reached during the five 
years ending in 1880, and the increase was 
about 44 per cent. Daring the next four 
years the increase was less than foor per cent. 
and in 1889 there was a decrease of the 
acreage of 3.4 percent. There is a steady 
decrease of wheat acreage in the Eastern 
and Middle States; the shrinkage is heavy 
in the Missouri Valley, south of the 
Dakotas, and there has only been a slight in- 
crease in the Southern States. In the 
Pacific States the increase since 1884 has 
been less than one per cent., and there bas 
been a decrease in the acreage of the Da- 
kotas, while the wheat lands of the North 
Pacific States, largely in forest, present a 
futare possibility when they are needed. 
In the rapid settlement of Minnesota and 
the Dakotas wheat has been the only crop 
grown on land broken up from the prairie 
and this accounts for the boom wheat years 
between 1875 and 1880,

FRUIT TREES AND POLITICS, 

Now that tree setting is nearly over the 
question that (immediately follows is how 
are the trees to be cared for? I will give 
you my answer: Wind the bodies with 
newspaper up to the limts; then wind 
around the paper barbed wire; a piece four 
feet long is sufficient for an ordinary set- 
ting tree. Wind it tight, but do not fasten 
the ends. As the tree grows the paper gives 
and presses the wire out, and no farther 
care is needed for three or four years. 

The paper protects the bodies from the 
hot sun of summer, from sheep eating, and 
from rabbits in winter, and keeps the carbs 
and wire from irritating the bark. The 
barbs will keep hogs from rubbing the tree, 
which is as sure to kill them as mice and 
rabbit girdling in winter. A little mound 
of earth three or four inches high around 
the body prevents the meadow mole from 
girdling in winter, as he goes around not 
over @ mound under snow. 

Now this is a good deal of protection to 
get from a paper—and | find that the New 
York Tribune is the best.

FLEECES AND WEIGHTS OF 
BREEDING EWES. 


To the Editor of the Michigan Farmer. 

in a communication to your paper scme 
time ago I promised to give your readers 
the weizht of fi eces of Peter Martin’s flock 
of Merinos, of Rush, N. Y., and as 1 called 
on that gentleman a few days ago, he gave 
me the following for publication: 

Seventy-three ewes, comprising the whole 
of Peter Martin’s flock, and each over one 
year old, average weight of fleece 16 Ibs. 4 
02. ; 60 ewes, average weight of fleece 17 lbs. 
1 02.; 15 ewes, average weight of fleece 20 
lbs., and some of the younger ewes sheared 
as high as 23 Ibs. Seven rams sheared at 
the State shearing, Canandaigua, N. Y., 
average weight of fleece, 35 Ibs. 14 0z.; one 
ram two years old, weight of flsece 29 Ibs.: 
two September rams, weight of fleece 25 
lbs. and 28 lbs. respectively. The above 
includes all the rams in the flock over one 
year old. 

Two of the heaviest shearing rams were 
sold to Hay. & Markham before shearing 
time, and are now in Australia, which, if 
the weight of fleece were known, would in- 
crease the average weight for the rams, 

The ram which sheared 41 lbs, 6 oz, at

the State shearing, was bred from a ewe 
suld to EH. Harris by Peter Martin, and 
sired by Vici. Some of Mr. Martin’s 
heaviest fleeces are of Voucher’s get. A 
carefal study of the above records will show 
that Mr. Martin’s predictions, in my former 
article, of Vici stock, have been fully 
verified, and that the average weight of fleece 
is among the best on record. 

Before 1 close allow me to correct a wrong 
impression given to Mr. S. B. Lusk, of 
Batavia, N. Y., in my former communica- 
tion on the weight of carcass of fifty ewes 
of ‘‘the Martin flock.’’ 1 gave the average 
weight of the ewes and Mr. Lusk inferred, 
and also published in a late issue of the 
FARMER, that the ewes were selected from 
the combined flocks of Geo. F. & Peter 
Martin. Now the facts of the case are, 
the 50 ewes were selected from a flock of 
55 ewes, which ewes are the sole property of 
Pcter Martin, and are his breeding ewes.

AGRICULTURAL NOTES FROM 
FRANCE, 





From our Paris Correspondent. 

Prof. Petermann not only urges again 
farmers to emtark in potato culture, but to 
select these varieties of tubers richest in 
fecula. In ordinary potatoes, 13 per cent 
of fecula is the average; the professor 
analyzed 310 varieties of tubers, and only 
seven yielded a percentage of 20 per cent. 
The variety ‘‘Komblume,’’ very generally 
grown in Germany, gave as high as 24 per 
cent. M. Paulsen, a noted potato farmer, 
affirms that a manure highly nitrogenous is 
what the pctato needs, and that phosphoric 
acid is irjorious for the development of 
fecula. M. Paul Gevay, of Lorraine, another 
authority, states that si fficient attention is 
not given tothe nature of the soil, and the 
variety of tuber suited thereto. On heavy 
land, a variety tailed that proved most 
prolific on a lighter soil. He has also 
observed that when a potato has found the 
coil best adapted for its growth, it is better 
able to struggle against disease. He 
counsels farmers to follow his success; 
essay several varieties of tubers, and so find 
out the hind best suited to the soil. 

In several parts of Hungary, where the 
brewers keep many Lead of cattle, the 
manure, finding no employment, has ac- 
cun ulated in banks 83 feet high and cover- 
25 acres, as at Temesvar. ‘These banks are 
now being utilized; the manure is made 
into bricks, and dried inthe air, like turf. 
Next the bricks are coarsely ground ina 
mill, and any stones, nails, etc., removed; 
then the matter is passed throvgh a finer 
mill, the powder piaced in sscks and sent 
off in all directions. The product is called 
*‘ox manure,’ one firm sold 20,000 tons 
last year, and employs 1,500 hands; the 
works extend over 90 acres, are intersected 
by Decanville railways and lighted up by 
electricity. Analysis reveals that the manure 
contalos three per cent of nitrogen, two of 
potash, 24¢ of soluble phosphoric acid, and 
as much more, partly soluble, 

Astobacco culture is extending, Dr. Mayer, 
of Wageningen, has published the result of 
his experiments as tothe best manures for 
the plant. He ranks Chili saltpetre first, 
and admits that the powder Scorie Thomas 
is also excellent. Steble manure ought to 
be applied in the preceding autumn, net 
in the spring. Manure effects the com- 
bustibility of tobacco; now the epring manur- 
ing reduces that much desired quality. In 
Holland only 60 per cent of the leaves of the 
upper part of the tobacco plant, till lately, 
could be utilized; now by attention to 
menorings all the leavesare valuable for the 
market. 

Prof. Hamberg, of Stockhclm, examines 
the influences of forests on the climate of 
Sweden, as revealed by the records of the 
sixteen meteorological stations, established 
in oren plain, in forests proper and in open 
cultivated spaces in the forests. Let it be 
stated at the outset, thet no sufficient data 
have been collected to enable the question 
of the influence of forests in the production 
of rain to be handled. Daring spring and 
winter there was no sensible difference be- 
tween the temperature under the trees and 
that in the open plain, save that it wasa 
little more elevated pending the night in the 
forest. The forest produces no warmth; 
but it t a little cooler during summer 
nights than the plain, contrary to the gen- 
eral opinion, the variations of temperature 
are less under the trees than in the open. 
Forests protect vegetation agesinst the en- 
trance of cold currents of afr; but they in no 
way affect the humidity of the atmosphere, 
Since 1876 observations show that when 
the air was most dry there was not the 
slightest difference in the bygrometric con- 
dition of the forest and plain atmospheres. 

The legislation is very lax in Germany 
respecting the adulteration of food supplies 
for stock. Since 1885, the falsifications have 
increased four per cent, and very large fac- 
tories exist for preparing the articles, In 
France, where the legislation is more severe, 
Messrs. Vivier & Gentil assert that nitrate 
of soda is adulterated, from nonitrate at all, 
to only 25 per cent of the salt. White sand 
is the agent that replaces the nitate, All 
this could be readily checked, by seeking the 
services of our agronomical station, or organ- 
izing a syndicate. The farmer who has to 
buy either seeds or fertilizers from traders 
on credit will next to a certainty be ruined 
by frauds. 

Maize culture for green feeding or silo 
preservation, is rapidly extending. After a 





cereal is removed the land is lightly plowed, 


and winter rye sown. The latter is consum- 
ed during ApriJ; the soil is then enriched 
with farm yard manure plewed in, supple- 
mented later with a dose of nitrate of soda. 
The maize, having been previously ster pad in 
a mixture of urine and water, and rolled in 
wood ashes, is drilled in. Weeding and 
moulding up the plants cover all the subse- 
quent care. The Caragua was the variety of 
maize till lately patronized, but it has been 
superce ded by the King Philip, which is more 
precocious and can attain. the height of 
twelve feet. 

M. Feudenreich has repeatedly received 
complaints from Swiss dairy farmers, upon 
the losses they sustained from the swelling 
of their cheeses, and their becoming cover- 
ed with holes, and this despite every care 
and cleanliness in prepration. Observing 
that the adders of some of the cows were in- 
flamed, sore in a word, he found the inflam- 
mation was Caused by bacter’* or microbes.

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The Crop Prospects in India. 


The second general memorendum on the 
prospects of the Indian wheat crop of the 
season 1889-90, dated Simla, March 27, 1890, 
is as follows: The failure of toe winter 
rains has told severely on the unirrigated 
wheat crop of the Punjab and Northwestern 
Provinces and Oude, and an indifferent 
harvest must be looked for in about one-half 
of the total area sown in the two provinces. 
In Bengal conditions are better than last year 
as regards both area and outturn. In the 
central provinces an average crop on an 
average area will probably be secured. In 
Berar a smaller area than usual has teen 
sown, and the outturn as reported will be 
poor. In the Bombay presidency there is a 
considerable decrease in area; the De2can 
crop will be a short one, but a fair harvest 
is anticipated in Gujarat and the Caratic. 
In Sindh a larger area than usual has been 
put under wheat, and prospects are favor- 
able. From these reports we should gather 
that the Indian crop is likely to be consider- 
ably below an average one. It is possible 
that wheat production bas about reached its | 


limit there.

Sheep, Dogs and Fertilizers, 
Meeting with a farmer who is second to 
none in understanding the wants of the 
farmers of the State led to a conversation 
which ought to be reported in every grange 
and agricultural paper in the commonwealth. 
While passing by rail the hills bare of stock 
he lamented the fact that sheep cannot be 
abundantly reared on our farms, ‘‘I would 
keep 500° said he, ‘‘if the law pretected 
sheep instead of, as at present, ,rotecting 
dozs, and my farm would be the better for 
them, and carry just as mapy cattle as with- 
out them.’’? The gentleman was on his way 
to the Albany stock-yards to buy cattle for 
the New-Haven beef trade, as has been his 
weekly practica for a score of years past. 
His farm is a grazing farm, and I know it to 
bea good one. How the number of grazing 
farms would increase if sheep quietly fed in 
the pastures! Fertilizers have failed to en- 
rich the fermers, and, we may add, the 
manufacturers of fertilizers also. Nearly all 
the firms largely interested in producing fer- 
tilizers have failed, and the farms and farm- 
ers who use them are worth less to-day than 
before their introduction. The natural 
sources of wealth and fertility seem most 
secure in the long run, and a law protecting 
farms frcm dogs will add millions of wealih 
to the State.— Connecticut Farmer.

Acorrespondent of the English L. S. Jour- 
nal describes this machine es follows: The 
power used was a 1}4¢-b. p. vertical steam en- 
gine, from which a bolt actuated the shears. 
The power was conveyed through a flexibie 
tube, similar in principle to what is used by 
dentists for cutting into decayed teeth. 
Many of us have experienced the operation 
of tooth-stopping when the swiftly revolv- 
ing file or rotating cutter is applied bya 
skillful dentist. Similarly, the shearer holds 
in his right hand a machine which resembles 
in its structure both a horse-clipping machine 
and the knife and guards of a reaping ma- 
chine, It is a compact, workmanlike look- 
ing instrument, and when actuated by the 
power the knife oscillates between the guards 
with immense velocity. The sheep is held 
and handled as in ordinary shearing, and 
seems to yield itself with passive indiff. rence 
to the mechanical novelty. The head is 
freed from loose wool, and the cheeks, throat, 
and parts around the ears are removed. 
The breast and belly wool is then opened 
out, and in a few broad cuts the fleece begins 
to peel off rapidly under the hands of the 
shearer. The work is superior to that 
usually done by hand, and much more rapid, 
as a good operator turns off a sheep every 
seven or eight minutes. The weol is more 
cleanly sheared off, and there are no rides 
left of longer wool, The danger of cutting 
the skin seems also to be slight, and in the 
specimens which I saw shorn there was not a

Firats shall be a grade just below extras 
and must te fine in the ciass and grade 
offered; flavor must be fine; body good and 
uniform; color good for season when made, 
even aud uniform; property salted, neither 
high or low; packages good and uniform. 

Seconds sha!l be a grade just below firsts 
and must be fine for the class and grace in 
which it is offered; favor mu-t be good and 
clean; body must be gocd and uniform; color 
good for the season when made; properly 
salted, neither gritty or flat; packages good 
and uniform. 

Thirds must be a good butter for the class 
and grade in which it iscflered; flavor clean 
and sweet; body sound and good; color good 
for season when made; properly salted; 
packag‘s good and uoitorm. + 

Fourths—flavor, if fresh made, must be 
ressonably clean; if held may be strong on 
tops and sides; body fair, boring a full trier; 
coior fair for season when made; fairly 
sa ted; packages fair. 

Fiiths may consist of straight or promiscu- 
ous lots; body must be suflicient to drawa 
full trier; may te off-flavored and strong on 
tops and sides; high, low or fairly salted; any 
kind of packages mentioned.

IS IT TIME '(O PUT UP THE BARS? 


Recenlt'y we suggested in these columns 
that it was about time the breeders of horses 
on this side of the Atiantic should take: teps 
to put an end tothe importation of worth- 
less sicck Into this country. There is ro 
doubt but that the enormous demand for 
heavy horses has ‘ed tothe imporiat on of 
anything that wou'd carry a mass of ficsh, 
and that many who have bred to them have 
met with both disappoin'ment and loss. The 
breeders of cattle took a very effective means 
of putting astep to these methods where 
their favorites were concerned, and by de- 
manding a good round registry fee on 
fore’'gn stock ma’e it necessary on the port 
of importers to coufine their purchases to 
stock ofa hich order of merit. This was 
done by the Jersey, the Hereford, atd the 
Holstein F iesian Cattle Associations, with 
excellent results, for there is no reason to 
dou >t that to-day the American bred ani- 
mals of each of the dairy breeds named sre 
superior to enything in the Jard where they 
originated. Would not the same course 
fave an equally heppy effect on the draft 
breeds of horses? There would, it seems to 
us, b2 fewer hor.e: imported, but they would 
be better ones, and that is just what is want- 
ed at present to kcep farmers from becom- 
ing disgusted with thesa breeds. We find 
that we are not a’one in this opinion, for in 
the Breeders’ Gczette of Thursiay last, a 
correspondent signing himself ‘‘Acier,’’ 
Says on the same subjeci: 

** While there ere hundreds and probably 
thousands of craft horses f!mported every 
year, and hundreds of thousands and prot- 
ably millions ot coijlars ar nually sent across 
the water to pay for them, the country seems 
to be pietty well :u: plied with draft horses, 
and the prices + hich they command are only 
a little if any abive the cst«f production. 
So tar we have teen noremedy suggested 
except an invitation to imporiers to bring 
over more mares. Now of course we must 
have good mares, and if there are any acr: ss 
the water whic} are ac uiliy b. tier than our 
best we want them, and the same is true of 
stallions. We mus: have the be-t; but we 
do not wantany more imported of either 
gex of quest onableor meciuw quality. 

"We bave now in this country a great 
mumber of draft mares of exceilent quality 
workivg at heavy draft work io our large 
cities and in the logging and lumber bu-i- 
ness—msres which if put in ‘**sbow con- 
dition’? would be formidable rivals of many 
imp rted mares, ard they would make a very 
good foucdation to 'uld vpon with good re- 
gistered stallions, Now living under a gov- 
ernment which holds to the prirciple 
of protective tarf? why should we 
mot bave some proteciun in this 
line? Let us haya en import duty on 
horses for treeding pirposes of, say $500 
each. If there are any horses over the waier 
good encuzh to be needed here we would 
willingly p-y the extra cost, and those which 
would not bear the duty bad better stay 
where they are. This would give some ben 
efit of prot.c:ion tu a class who have been 
bearing its burden wichout the benefits.’’

The pedigree as given in the bi_l is as fol- 
lows: 

Rook Mirandi was bred by C. Will Hamil- 
ton, St. Charles, Mich.. sired by young Rook 
Mirandi, he by Oid Rook Mirandi (:icr- 
oughbred), dam by aston of O.d Rysdyke 
Hambletunian, herdam by Black Bashaw, 
gecond dam by G.fford Mi rgan. Rook Mir- 
andi, jr’s dam wes by General Morgan, he 
by G.tford Morgan, ber dam by B:ack Henry 
Clay. 

Rook Mirandi, Jc., if bred as above would 
not be eligible to registry as stancad be- 
coarse nei her his size nor grandsire are reg- 
istered. But the whole pedigree isso in- 
definite, as publish d, that itis weorthiess. 
For instence, the dam of this horse ts said 
to have been sired by ason of Olid Rysdyk 
Hambletonian. As Hambletonian had some 
hundreds of sons, it would be very diffi-ult 
to say whether she was or was not. The 
gecond dam i3 given as by Black Bashay, 
She might be, but nota fact or statement is 
given to substantiate the claim. ‘The one 
pointabout the pedigree whch scems to 
have some foundation is the breeding on the 
sire’s side. Rook Mirandi ( horovghbred), 
was owned and raced for years by the Chap- 
pel Brothers, of this city. Then he was 
gold to a party near Vernon, Shiawzssee 
Courty, andanomber of his descendants 
are yet to be found in that section. Of 
course the owner cf a horse pub-ishing such 
a pedigree to bring bdusiness to him can be 
compelled to subsientiate the claims made 
or be liable for damages to those who use 
him. Perhaps he may be ab’e todo this 
when called upou. 


The Age of a Horse, 


The following fromthe Dublin Farmer's 
Gasette, is valuable to every ove who owns 
a horse, or ever hus to buy one: 

The foalis born with twelve grinders, 
‘When four front teeth bave made their ap- 
pearance the foal istwelve days old, and 
when the next four assert themse.ves i's age 
will be about twenty-eight days. The cor- 
ner teeth make their appearance when the 
foal is eight months old, and these latter at- 
tain the height of the fro. t teeth at the age 
ofa year. ‘The two-year olds have the ker- 

el—the dark substance in the middle of the 





tooth’s crown—ground out of all the front 
teeth. Inthe third year the middle front 
teeth sre shitted, and when three years 
old these are substituted by the permanent 
(or horse) teeth, which are larger and more 
yellow than their predecessors, The next 
teeth are shifted in tbe fourth year, and the 
corner teeth in te fifth, giving place to the 
permanent nippers. 

At five years of agea horse has forty 
teeth, cf which twenty-four are grindeis, 
far back inthe jaw, with which we have 
little to do, But, be it remembered, horses 
invariably have tushes, which mares very 
rarely do. Before the age of six is arrived 
at the tush is full grown, and has a slight 
groove on its internal surface (whieh gen- 
erally disappears with age, the tush Itself 
becoming more round and blunt), and at six 
the kernel or mark is worn out of the middle 
front teeth. There will still be a difference 
of co'or in the center of the tooth, 

The tushes haye now attained their full 
growth, being nearly or quite an inch in 
length, convex without, concave within, 
tending to a point, and the extremity some- 
what curved. Now, or perhaps some months 
before, the horse may boa said to have a per- 
fect mouth. 

At seven years the mark, as described, is 
very nearly worn out of the four center nip- 
pers, and fast wearing away in the corner 
teeth, especially in mares, but the black 
mark still remains in the center of the tooth, 
and is not completely filled up until the ani- 
mal is eight yearscld. As he gets on past 
seven the bridle teeth begin to wear away. 

At eizht the kernal has entirely disappear- 
ed from all the lower nipprrs. It is said to 
be ‘‘past mark cf mouth.’’ There are in- 
dications, however, after this age which will 
enable a very shrawd observer to guess very 
closely at a borse’s age, but none that can 
be relied upon by observers.

We cannot find any record of this horge cr h‘s 
sire. As for his dam, the statements are of 
the old time horse bil style, and not entitled 
to credence until substantiated. 

AN ingenious little device has been patented 
in England for the protection of horses’ feet, 
which is eaid to not only be much neater but 
much more effective than the boots or rings 
hitherto used for that purpose. I: consists of 
a molded piece of rubber with a flange and a 
balf-round edge, taper.ng from the toe of the 
shoe to the hee!, which is nailed through be- 
tween the ircn shoe and the hoof. The rubter 
filled thus applied acts as a buffer, and pre- 
ven's injury in the case of horces that are 
prone to cut one leg by the shoe of the other. 
It also does away with the necessity of rasp- 
ing the feet or drawing inthe shoes, which 
causes the feet to contract and often leads to 
lameness. It js a ureful appliance for colts 
when broken into harness, as there is no dan- 
ger of damaging their baek sinews, as is now 
often done whea the use of certain kinds of 
boots ig rescried to. It js further claimed 
that it supplies a valuable adiiticn in the 
racing stable for horses {im training, a3 It 
prevents injury to tha fetiock joint by tread- 
ing or striking. 














A Permanent Meadow, 


For permanence of any work, says The 
Agricutturist, the foundation must be of the 
best kind, and such as to mect all futare 
needs to be prepared for a year, or at least 
some months ahead, and, as it is a valuable 
possession, it deserves careful and through 
consideration, It is often remarked that our 
meadows are not good as those made by 
English fermers.’ No doubt this {3 trae, but 
the reason alleged—viz, that it is owing to 
climatic differe.ces—‘s wholly wrong. It 
is not our climate, but our methods which 
are defective. In the notewortby blue grass 
region of Kentucky, Tennessee, and parts 
of Missouri, one may see the most verdant 
and lexuriant meadows, that have existed as 
they now are for forty, or even 100 years, 

It msy be said that these meadows are 

naturally fitted for grass, and the grass is 
naturally fitted for the soil. That is it pre- 
cisely. The fitness of the two for each other 
is perfect. But what is nature? Is it not 
something within the power of man to con- 
trol? Natural laws are not changed by 
human agency, but they are turned to our 
uses by ekilifal appliance of the right means. 
A wheat crop of forty bushels per acre Is a 
natural product on a well cultivated farm, 
just as much as a five buslel crop is when 
the land is permitted to become barren by 
neglict of proper cultivation. Andsoa pei- 
manent luxuriant meadow is a natural prc- 
duct developed by art and ekill from naturel 
resources, The English meadows, which 
are viewed with pleasure by every traveller, 
are made in this way: 
Let us follow out the work as it Is done, 
The land is fallowed for a summer, plowed 
deeply, and reylowed and harrowed uniil 
the soil is completely broken up and made 
as fine and as clean as a garden; stones are 
removed, drains are made if needed, ard 
every faciilty for nature to work is afforded 
by removing every otstacle. The land is 
enriched with manure and lime. Whin 
every thing has been done the seed Is sown 
—not one kind only, but several, and in the 
moet }iberal measure, The varieties of grass 
are chosen to suit the soil, and when sown 
evenly cover the surface, the seed is covered 
with a suitable harrow, 60 that the young and 
tender plants may have a firm roothold, and 
not suffer or perish if a few hours of hot 
sunshine or a few dry days come upon them. 
The growth is not checked by untimely pas- 
turlpg and poaching of the soil by the hoofs 
of cattle, Not unt:] the roots have spread 
and ma'ted in the soil, and can support the 
weight and tread, is stock turned in; and, 
at first, only small anime1s, calves, or sheep, 
are permitted to grrze the meadow. But 
even when the growth is full, and the mead- 
ow will fatten one steer to the ecre the work 
is not thought to be finikhe?. New seed, 
top-dressing of compost, liberal dressing of 
pone-dust, superphosphate, gypsum or ni- 
trate of soda are given when needed; and, in 
time, a8 the meadow becomes old, it becomes 
a dense mass of turf, so thick that the grass 
cannot be parted so as to expose the soil to 
view, and is valued at $1,090 per acre, and 
pay3 intereston this great value. If the 
Amer'can farmer would have a permanent 
meadow he must go and do likewise, and he 
can in spite of climate and seasons, 








The Barley Experiments, 

It is well that, thanks to the enterprise of 
the Dominion Department of Agriculture, 
we are likely to have the possibilities of 
barley culture in this country pretty thor- 
oughly tested the present season. But there 
is reason to believe that many cver sanguine 
people have their expectations raised to a 
pitch that renders disappointment certain, 
Ooly the other day, a letter ay peared in one 
of the Toronto daily papers, hailing two 
rowed bailey in tle most extravagant terms, 
as though it were likely to prove our deliver- 
er from agricultural depression, tariff d fi- 
culties, and all present and prospective ills, 
If all that the most hopeful anticipate were 
to be fully real zed, It would be many years 
before any appreciable ¢ff-ct could be pro- 
duced by the addition of th's one to the many 
other products on which the farmers of 
Canada have to depend for a subsistence. 
But it {gs not yet demonstrated that this va- 
riety of barley is eui'eito our soil and climate 
at all, and even if it can be profitably grown 
here, it may be considered settled in advance, 
that it wil Cemand better culture than we 
have been accustomed to bestow on the va- 
rieties of this grain which we have been iu 
the habit of sowing. 

The two-rowed barley, to do {ts best, re- 
quires a strong, rich soil, and a moist climate, 
Both cf these conditions are difficult, if not 


farmers have no idea of the amount of man- 
uring which is thought necessary for this and 
other crops in the old country. Many ot 
them would consider it sheer, downright 
waste, But, even if the quality of soil were 
secured, the climatic accompaniments are 
beyond our control. In adropping summer, 
such as, during some rare se2s0ns, We are 
liable to have, this grain might give an excel- 
lent account of itself, aud then, again, in one 
of our droughty years, which form the rule 
rather than the exception, it might prove an 
utter failure. 

It is sald the demand for barley {s on the 
decline in the markets of the world, although 
the production of ale and beer is not lessen- 
ing. But brewers are discovering other 
means of putting the desired flavor into 
these drinks, and it may be that, before very 
long, barley will take rank with o:her grains 
on the basis of its food, rather than its drink 
value. It will be better for the agricultural 
interest when this becomes the case, al- 
though perhaps it will be the worse for beer- 
drinkers, a3 they will Jose the small amount 
of nutriment they formerly got out of their 
favorite beverage. But it is always better 
that any product should stand on a real rather 
than a fictitious value. 

What we would like to impress upon 
farmers at large is that they eannot be helped 
by specialties or speculations. Croys take 
out of the land certain qualities, which, if 
not maintained by frequent manuring and 
judicious rotations, will iufallibly leave the 
farm and the farmer poerer. It matters not 
whether two or six-rowed barley be grown, 
whe her grain, stock, or dairy products be 
raised, either aud all must have pabulum 
which will not come by magic, and without 
honest, downright, thorough cultare, farming 
cannot be successfully carried on in this or 
avy other couutry.— Rural Canadian.

Coal Oil for Gapes. 


Gapes is caused by a collection of small 
thread-like worms in the w'ndpipa of ihe 
chicken. To kill these worms and not hurt 
the chicken {3 the thing to do. Coal oil of 
the cheaper grades, says Dr. M. G, E!/zey, 
in the Baltimo:e Sun, is a more effectual 
insecticide than the refiued. Takeasma'l 
glass tube with a small rubber! bulb, which 
apothecaries sell for a ‘‘medicine dropper,’’ 
helf fill it with coal oi, and insertir g the tip 
into the wind-pipe, discharge the oil. The 
gapes are cured. A small oil-can used for 
sewing machines will do in place of the 
medicine dropper. Ovyerate as follows: 
Piace the chicken, back down, betweenfyour 
knees, and hold him gently; open his bill 

and draw the tongue out. Se'zs the lower 
msndible and tongue thus drawn out be- 

tween the forefinger end thumb nail of the 

left hand. This will bring into view the 

opening into the windp'!pe at the;base of ihe 
tongue, into which gently insert the tube 
and discharge the oil. Close the* bill and 
hold the head still for afew seconds, Then 

let the chicken go, and he will cough, spat- 

tering some of the oil out, bautZenough re- 

mains to destroy the worm3'and they will be 

coughed up and swallowed. “The! gapes 

continues fur a tim3 after the treatment, but 

the remedy will be effectual in every, ’cace if 
properly applied, and it may ‘readily be 

repeated, if thought worth while, as often as 

necissary. After a litile practice jit is very 

easily applied, and always succeeds.

The latest innovation upon the estab: 
lished order of things, and the latest 
dispensation designed to mitigate, if not 
to entirely dissipate, tho excrntiating 
agony incident to the extracting of 
teeth, is the application of eloctricity to 
dental operations. 

Some people call it @ “fad,” and 
others, boforo its value had been tested 
are said to have described it by other 
titles, neither so fashionable nor s0 
euphonious. Since its worth as a “pain- 
killer’ has been demonstrated it is 
called the ‘cloctric wonder,” though 
the commercial name is “the dental 
electric vibrator.” The mechanism of 
the invention is very simple. The vie 
brator is contained in @ neatcase, which 
also incloses # battery by which its op 
eration is controlled and directed. The 
disoovery of a Peoria dentist, it was per- 
fected three years ago, and now pro- 
tected by letters patent both in this 
country and Europe, in the expressive 
phraseology of scientifle men ‘“gup- 
plies a long-felt want.” Three wires 
connected with the battery are eme 
ployed. Twoof these are attached to 
metal electrodes or handles, each of 
which are held by the patient, while the 
third wire is attached to the forceps. 
There is a vibratory spring which opens 
and closes tho circuit, by means of 
which a smooth, fine current of eleo- 
tricity is generated, and is administered 
in quantities sufficient to entirely over- 
como the pain ordinarily attendant upon 
the act of extraction without, however, 
entailing the disagreeable effects pro- 
duced by the administering of anes- 
thetios. As is well known the nerves 
that conduct the sensation of pain to 
the brain are nearest tho surface, and 
the benumbing effect produced by the 
electric current upon the sentient 
nerves dissipatesthe pain, with which 
sll are familiar. In short, the current 
isso much more rapid than the nerve 
action, that tho vibrator becomes, for 
the timo being, the carriago of the pain, 
go to speak, and carries it off. The al 
tient takes his place in the operatin 
ehair, grasps an electrode in each hand, 
the forceps are charged, and almost be 
fore he is aware of the situation the of- 
fending molar has been removed, withe 
out his experiencing the least possible 
inconvenience.

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Foreign Potatoes in New York. 


The season is now virtually over for for- 
eign potatoes, and no further shipments of 
importance are expected. New domestic 
will be too plentiful to admit of further prof- 
it, and holders realize that there can be no 
recovery this season so far as price {1s con- 
cerned. There isa large accumulation on 
hand, as receivers have fought against the 
decline probably more stubbornly than would 
seem advisable, as they are very anxious to 
clean up now, and the position is a very 
weak one. Some dealers of known and es- 
tablished marks have advanced their asking 
rates in view of the fact that no further lots 
are expected, and in this way have checked 
the outlet to such proportions that they may 
not get out even at a concession; but ordin- 
ary stock is offered with freedom, holders 
meeting buyers’ lower ideas with conces- 
sions, which often do not clear expenses. 
The stock hes a tendency to degenerate un- 
der the influence of the warmer weather, 
which strengthens holders’ energy to sell. 
On the whole, the season has been a profit- 
able one for those interested. Prices have

Answer.— Cough is a convulsive motion 
of the lurgs, an effort of nature to throw up 
some offending or foreign matter from the 
air passages. Coughs arises from so many 
different canses that is is impossible for us 
to prescribe any generslremedy. The prob- 
ability is your horses are suffering from an 
attack of broncbitis, or perhaps laryngitis. 
We are inclined to diagnose the trouble as 
bronchial irritation, and prescribe according- 
ly; give the following: Chlorate of potash, 
pulverized; caccarilla bark, pulv.; gentian 
root, pulv., of each one ounce; Jamaica gin- 
ger root, pulv.; four drachms. Mix all to- 
gether and divide into eight powders; give 
one night and morning with good nourish- 
ing food.

The most poisonous variety is 
known as spear-wood. Treatment—give the 
following, night and morning: Sulphate 
magnesia, one pound; jamaica ginger root, 
pulv.; two ounces; mix and divide into eight 
powders; dissolve each powder ina little 
warm water. Bathe the udder well with 
equal parts hot water and Evinco Liniment 
twice a day. 





Thrush in Horses Feet. 


SKANEATLES, N. Y., May 20, 1800 
To the Editor of the Michigan Farmer. 

1 bave a horse that the blacksmith told me 
bad thrush in one hind foot. I used vitriol 
several times. 1 bave never been able to see 
any sore or discharge from the frcg of foot, 
no lameness, I[ wish you would tell how to 
detect thrush and its treatment. 1 have ex- 
amined other horses’ feet; 1 find some bave 
an opening of half inch deep in cleft of tha 
frog back near the hair, and others have 
none, both, as far asl can see, perfectly 
sound, Please give me a little information 
on that subject. 


Answer.—To your first question. Thrush 
in the feet of the horse is due to ulceration 
in the cleft of the frog of the foot, which in 
severe cases causes painful lameness. It 
frequently originates frcm a filthy condition 
of the stable, thé animal being allowed to 
stand in his dune, or constitutional causes. 
Symptoms, a rottenness of the frog, accom- 
panied by a discharge of fetid matter, in 
some cases accompanied by lameness. 
Treat ment— Wash the parts well with castile 
sOap ana water; then fill the cleft or fissure 
of the frog with the following powder: 
Sulphate of zine, four parts in bulk; willow 
charcoal, pulverized, ope part; mix well to- 
gether; wash out tle cleft of the frog clean, 
and apply a little of the powder to the frog 
and pash it to the bottom; then cover it with 
a little cotton batting to keep out the dirt. 
Two or three such applications usually are 
¢ fective. 

Second. Thrash is detected by the rotten 
condition of the frog, and by the fetid odor 
of the secretion. 





Sterility in the Cow.

Answer.— Sterility in the cow, as in other 
animals, is due to several causes. A cow 
with her organs of generation perfect will 
sometimes take with one bull and fail with 
another. We would suggest a char ge of bulls 
in this case. Should your cow then fail to 
cc nceive, the chances are the cause is with 
the cow. Sterility is sometimes dne to 
malformation of the geniial organs, or from 
an undeveloped condition of the uterus or 
its eppendages, It occurs from ebstruction 
of the falopian tubes, thus preventing the 
female germ entering the uterus during 
copulation. This is one of the conditions 
found in the free martin cow, in which case 
the fattening of the animal for the butcher is 
the only profitable way to use her,
